Saigon sources said two North 
Vietnamese regiments — perhaps a 
total of 10,000 troops, backed by a 
squadron of 60 tanks—were involved 
in the attacks.

Ya'acov Cohen, 58, who 
suffered leg injuries, told the minis- 
ter that he felt fime and was not 
dismayed by the incident. 

The radio gave the names of the 
injured and the degree Sela 3 
ji during its 2 p.m. broadcast. 
iM Naomi Hadari, who received 
light leg injuries, was worried that 
her husband, Rabbi Yeshayahu Ha- 
dari — who as head of Yeshivat 
Hakotel was yesterday visiting stu- 
dents serving in the army — ‘should 
hear of her injury over the radio. 
It was explained to her, that since 
many people have no telephone, that 
was the best way of notifying the 
next of kin. The names of the girl 
soldiers, including that of the se- 
verely injured girl who was taken 
to Hadassah Hospital, were not re- 
leased. 

Since the apparently ex- 
ploded on Pi se ground, most of the 
injured were hit in the legs and 
Jower part of their body. One of 
the Arab children hospitalized at 
the Hospice in the Old City, -how- 
ever, was hit between the eyes by 
a splinter. His condition 1s de- 
scribed as medium.

Dutch drivers kept 


waiting in queue 


Jerusalem Post Economic Correspondent 

Complaints by Dutch truck 
drivers that they are kept wait- 
ing for hours on end in port were 
confirmed yesterday by the trans- 
port authorities. 

“Israeli truckers insist that the 
Dutch take their turn in the queue 
— although these foreign vehicles 
are on lease and cost foreign cur- 
rency,” Mr. Yosef Levy, of the 
Transport Ministry, told The Jeru- 
salem Post last night. "We are try- 
img to persuade our local truckers 
to give the guests from Holland 
priority," he added. 

Asked why there should be any 
waiting at all, Mr. Levy stressed 
‘that delays are confined to citrus 
deliveries — which take time to 
put on board ship. And half the 
Dutch lorries are on the citrus 
detail, 

There is also a holdup in the 
handling of containers. Not enough 
trucks are avallabte for this spe- 
clalized job, according to. Yitzchak 
Binovich, assistant manager of Ash- 
dod port. As a consequence, the 
Assis Company pointed out to The 
Post that they have to make up 
their containers inside the port, 
instead of in the factory area — 
and that aggravates overcrowding. 

Spectatized vehicles in general, 
such as fuel tankers, are often lack- 
ing. As to all-purpose lorries, the 
situation has much Improved in the 
feet week or two. The Gibor Com- 
‘pany comments: “We mranage.” 

‘Belatedly, Arab trucks from 
administered areas are being util- 
ized (they are not mobilized ‘by the 
Army). 

Mr. Birovich explains: 

“We couldn’t use them before, 
owing to the war.

check on body 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AP), — A 
Brazilian newspaper said yesterday 
that police in neighbouring Para- 
guay plan to send the fingerprints 
of a recently slain German-born 
farmer to West Germany and to 
Jewish Nazi hunters in Vienna, to 
see if he was fugitive concentration 
camp head Joseph Mengele. 

Rio's "Ὁ Globo" said two of its 
reporters got the information in 
the town of Pedro 
Juan Caballero, across the border 
from Brazil, where the killing oc- 
curred. 

The victim — identified variously 
as Albert Friederick, Awbert Fre- 
derick and Albert Frederich — was 
beaten to death last week in his 
farmhouse, according to newspaper 
reports in the far western Brazilian 
state of Matbo Grosso. 

The killers were Israeli comman- 
dos who believed the man was 
Mengele, these stories claimed, 

The dead man’s widow was quot- 
ed as saying the notion that her 
husband was Mengele was “ridi- 
culous.” 

The widow said the killers were 
simply “robbers,” and that she 
planned to leave Paraguay as soon 
as the police rule the case closed.

Orly Airport 


PARIS (Reuter). — Over 800 fire- 
men last night finally put out a 
tenacious blaze which raged for 
hours through four floors of Orly 
Atrport, causing extensive damage. 

Airport officials said ahout one- 
quarter of the main terminal, Orly 
Sud, was destroyed in the fire, which 
followed an explosion in the aircraft 
maintenance section.

DETROIT (AP). Elevated to 
new prominence by the fuel short- 
age, the smal] car accounted for 
nearly one-third of all autos that 
rolled off U.S. production lines last 
month, 

Small-car production jumped to 
31.7 per cent of the total November 
output, up from 26.2 per cent in 
November 1972. The shift came at 
a time —early in the model year — 
when Detroit has generally emphas- 
ized output of the standard-size car. 

But it was only a hint of what 
ia to come. This month, automakers 
plan a major curtailment of large- 
car production and are getting 
ready to shift several assembly lines 
to the small car.
